The identity of 
the individual finding the bullet should also be ascertained. In addition, 
Mr. Weisberg should be queried as to specifically what examination the 
sbullet has been subjected to. 
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, , It is observed that if the bullet was located in a planter which 

F as constructed subsequent to the assassination, it would appear to have 
jio evidentiary value and would be of no interest to the Bureau.
